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reface 


There is enhanced focus on elementary education to ensure access, equity and quality. 
This is achieved through flagship programme, Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan (SSA). Under 
this programme a variety of inputs are provided in the elementary sector by the 
Government of India. 


NCERT, an apex body for school education, is actively engaged in carrying out 
research studies in different areas. One of the key areas is the National Assessment 
of Student’s Learning. It is important to gauge the learning graph of children across 
the country. For this a multipronged strategy is being adopted. While curriculum 
and textbooks have been renewed, capacity building of teachers and teacher educators 
across states is pursued vigorously. The progress made by the learners is captured 
through periodic national achievement surveys. 


In the present mid term study of class V children, the learning achievement in 
EVS, Mathematics and Language has been measured. This report is based on the 
data collected through achievement tests administered to 84322 students and through 
questionnaires from 6828 school, 14810 teachers and 84322 students from 244 districts 
of 33 states/UTs of the country. The results show an incremental increase in achievement 
in most of the states as compared to baseline study conducted in 2002. The positive 
trend is important to provide further impetus to the school system. The results presented 
in this report comprise of two parts. The first part displays a national picture and 
the second part describes the situation in states. Some additional data useful for 
researchers is also available on the CD provided along with the report. 


The quality of data and the achievement results made available to the nation 
has always remained the prime concern of Prof. Krishna Kumar, Director, NCERT. 
His continuous encouragement and support has helped us to improve the quality 
of data and bring out this report in time. I am grateful for his valuable inputs at 
different points of time. My thanks are also due to officials of MHRD particularly 
Ms. Vrinda Sarup, Joint Secretary for providing support both financial and administrative. 


The present study has been completed with the active participation of State Councils

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ey Findings 
Q Average national achievement increased in all subjects: During Mid Term Achievement 
Survey (MAS) the average national achievement was found to be 52.19% in EVS, 48.46% in 
Mathematics and 60.31% in Language. The figures revealed that as compared to Baseline 
Achievement Survey (BAS, 2002) there was an increase of nearly 2% each in EVS, Mathematics 
and Languages. Further down the stream, 19 states had shown a positive trend and 10 states had 
shown a negative trend during MAS as compared to BAS. Maximum improvement was reported in 
Himachal Pradesh and Uttar Pradesh and maximum decline was observed in Manipur and Tamilnadu. 


Q Gap in achievement within gender, area and social groups was narrowed down: 
During MAS, boys and girls showed no difference in average achievement in EVS, Mathematics 
and Language. However, in 9 states girls outperformed boys and in 6 States boys outperformed 
girls in EVS. In Mathematics, girls scored better in 4 states and boys in 2 states and 
in remaining states difference was not significant. In Language, girls achieved better 
in 17 states and boys in 11 states. Further, BAS revealed significant difference in average 
achievement between boys and girls and the result favoured boys in EVS, Mathematics 
and Language. Area wise there was also no significant difference in achievement of rural 
and urban children at national level. It was seen that rural children scored better in 
EVS in 9 states and urban children in 8 states. In Mathematics no difference in achievement 
between rural and urban children was observed in 30 states out of 33 states. Social 
group wise, considerable improvement was found in achievement of SC and ST children 
in all three subjects during MAS as compared to BAS. 


Q Dispersion in children’s achievement was reduced: The standard deviation during 
MAS was reduced by 2% as compared to baseline survey. Though the dispersion was 
not appreciable but the universal trend indicated a shift towards homogenous performance 
in learning achievement. 


Q More children were shifted from low achievement range to average achievement 
range; Considering BAS as the measurement benchmark, it was observed that more 
children scored between 40% and 80% during MAS in all three subjects. However, it 
was also observed that proportion of children scoring more than 80% marks also decreased 
considerably in all three subjects. In West Bengal, Tripura, Tamilnadu, Gujarat, Jharkhand, 
Karnataka and Madhya Pradesh more than 15% children scored more than 80% marks. 
But in Kerala, Assam, Goa, J & K, Meghalaya, Sikkim, Uttarakhand, Andaman & Nicobar 
and Dadra & Nagar Haveli less than 5% children scored more than 80% marks. K 
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Q Inter state and inter districts variations in average achievement was minimized: 


During mid term cycle, states’ average achievement ranges from -12% (Chhattisgarh) 
from national average to +11% (West Bengal). However, during base line study, average 
achievement varied from -15% (Himachal Pradesh & Goa) from national average to +22% 
(Manipur). Further, only in 9 (4%) districts, average achievement was less than 40% 
and in 47 (19%) districts the achievement was more than 60%. Majority of districts 
188 (77%) average achievement was between 40% and 60%. 


Q Enhancement of school facilities: The availability of basic facilities required for quality 


education within schools, improved considerably between BAS and MAS cycle. The essential 
items like blackboard, chalk & duster, maps, charts and globes were now close to universal 
availability. A very appreciable improvement was observed in computers, children books, 
separate toilet facilities for girls and mats & furniture for children. 


Q Teacher quality improved over the years: Mid term survey indicated very healthy 


trends towards human resources in the school system. Nearly 57% teachers at primary 
level were either graduate or postgraduate. And 82% teachers were professionally qualified, 
out of them 30% had graduate level professional qualification. Average teaching experience 
was of 12 years. And 83% teachers were in regular position and all of them had attended 
in service training programme during last three years. They also received academic support 
at regular intervals from the resource persons. 


Q Community participation facilitated better functioning of schools: The presence 


of community participation in the form of Village education committee, MTA/PTA, School 
management committee significantly felt in learning achievement of children. It is evident 
form the analysis that achievement of schools increased by 4% to 6% where community 
participated in school activities over the schools where community did not participate 
in school activities. 


Q Systemic factors contributed significantly: The contribution of different school and

teacher related factors towards achievement varied from 1% to 5% independently. However, 
it was observed that the school average achievement increased by 19% when it was 
facilitated with a satisfactory pupil teacher ratio, independent teacher per class, adequate 
physical and instructional facilities, community Participation, regular inspection and availability 
of professionally qualified teachers. Thus it can be summarized from the above results 
that piecemeal solutions do not help to achieve quality-learning achievement whereas 
comprehensive improvement strategies do help. 
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BACKGROUND 


The National Achievement Surveys at different stages of school education were conceived 
as an independent project of the NCERT and later merged with the Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan 
(SSA) project of Government of India. The NCERT has ascertained that national assessments 
must take a continuous view rather than a one time assessment of achievement. Therefore, 
National Achievement Surveys (NAS) are the stringiest surveys of the country, based on 
learning achievement of children at different stages of elementary education i.e., classes 
HI, V & VII/VIII. The impact of intervening variables on learning has also been an important 
part of the study. 

Baseline study for Class V was conducted in the year 2002, for Class VII/VIII in 2003 and 
for Class III in 2003. The present Mid term Achievement Survey (MAS) for Class V was initiated 
in 2005 and tools were administered in the year 2006-07. This survey provides the status 
of health of primary education in the country and at the same time it impounds to explain 
the learning differences among area, gender and social groups based on family and institutional 
factors. It also reveals the progress made over baseline. This report on learning achievement 
of Class V children is based on the data of 84322 students, 14810 teachers and 6828 schools 
collected across 266 districts of 33 states/UTs. The learning outcome focuses on the essential 
competencies/concepts learned in three main curricular areas of Class V i.e., Environmental 
Studies (EVS), Mathematics and Languages. :

SAMPLING FRAMEWORK 

The survey was intended to cover all 35 states and UTs, but Bihar and Lakshadweep could 
not participate in this endeavor. The sampling procedure for the achievement survey was 
planned with an objective to provide estimates of learning achievement of Class V children 
at state/UT level. Thus, all the Class V children studying in Government schools, Local Body 
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jere considered as first stage sampling unit

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TOOLS 


The tests developed and standardized for baseline study in EVS, Language and Mathematics 
were refined without changing the content and competency by the National Expert Group 
for Assessment in Elementary Education (NEGAEE) set up by NCERT to assist in conducting 
survey efficiently. Test items were of multiple choice question (MCQ) type. In addition to 
this, two descriptive questions for testing expression and writing skills were added in the 
Language Test. Likewise, three questionnaires for school, teacher and pupil were also improved.

METHODOLOGY 


The survey was conducted in collaboration with states/UTs. In each state/UT, a state coordinator 
was nominated for training and coordinating various field activities for data collection. Mostly 
State Councils for Educational Research and Training (SCERTs) shouldered this responsibility. 
In few states/UTs, survey was carried out by SIEs/SSA unit or Directorate of Education. 


TRAINING 


A three-day orientation programme for the conduct of achievement survey was organized 
for state coordinators at NCERT, New Delhi. Subsequently, state coordinators identified district 
coordinators for each district and also organized a 2 days orientation programme for the 
district coordinators in their respective states to explain the importance of study, the procedure 
of the administration of tools and collection of data. Further, each district coordinator identified 
20 field investigators for administration of tests and questionnaires in the schools. The role 
of field investigators was considered the most crucial as they were to collect correct data 
from schools. Therefore, it was preferred to appoint unemployed trained/untrained graduates 
capable of carrying out this task sincerely and efficiently. Rarely, teachers from neighbouring 
schools were engaged in data collection. 

In some districts, students of District Institute of Education and Training (DIET) were 
engaged in the field activity. One week prior to the actual fieldwork, district coordinators 
organized a training programme for the field investigators and worked out details regarding 
actual schedule of visits to schools. The tentative schedule for the conduct of survey in 
different states/UTs was planned centrally. 


Data COLLECTION 
A team of two field investigators visited schools under the supervision of district coordinator 
and completed the task within two days in one school. Each of the 10 teams so constituted _ 
were assigned three schools. Thus in each district of a state, the data was collected simultaneously 
with in a week. Two descriptive question were evaluated by a language teacher. 
The responses given by children on question cum answer booklets were transferred on 
the response sheets by the field investigators and were scrutinized by the district coordinator. 
The filled in material of response sheets of tests, three questionnaires, field notes and 
marks of descriptive questions of Language test were scrutinised by the district coordinator 
and state coordinator was sent to NCERT for analysis and reporting. is

agged for a district before data entry. 


The information collected through School, Teacher and Pupil questionnaires and achievement 
tests (EVS, Mathematics and Languages) generated enormous amount of data and maintenance 
of its quality was a huge challenge. So all the information on questionnaires and item responses 
were subjected to several data cleaning procedures. 

A number of checks for proper format, completeness, reasonableness, within acceptable 
limit and statistical inter-variability tests were conducted. Corrections of detected errors and 
omissions (wherever required/possible) were made during and subsequently after the data entry. 


Random Verification of Entered Data 


5% cases in each of the questionnaire and response sheet were randomly checked and verified 
one to one with the original sheets for each state to ensure the quality of data entry. 


Limits and Reasonableness Checks 


In case of open ended responses, the limits and reasonable checks were conducted like 
number of working days, age of pupils etc. Wherever discrepancies were found, the original 
sheets were consulted and if original sheets found incomplete the values were replaced with 
the mode value of the respective entry within school/district. 


Data ANALYSIS 


Keeping in focus the objectives of the study, a comprehensive ‘Framework for Analysis of 
Data’ was developed. This framework provided details regarding data entry, data cleaning, 


data verification, preparation of different files, format of various tables and use of various 
statistical techniques for analysis. 


Profiles 


The profiles of students, teachers and schools were developed from the data generated 
through respective questionnaires. Profiles were designed to submit the data regarding the 
indicators that are supposed to play a vital role in determining students achievement. The 
briefs discussed under profile of school, teacher and student are as under: 


Schools 


The data collected through school questionnaire regarding distribution of schools on the 
basis of their terminal stage, attachment of pre-primary schools with sampled schools, availability 
of physical facilities, competency based teaching learning material, various kinds of incentive 
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schemes, infrastructures and other ancillary facilities available in the schools were analysed. 
The information regarding total instructional time, number of working days, involvement 
of various school educational committees, availability of teachers and student strength were 
also collected and compiled for each state/UT. 


Teachers 


The relevant teachers responses obtained through the questionnaire in the sampled schools 
were analysed with reference to their educational qualification, subject wise qualification, 
professional qualification and teaching experience. The availability of teaching aids, in service 
training programmes attended and the effectiveness of various training programmes in terms 
of utility of the knowledge gained and the improvement in teaching skills also were studied. 
The sources from where teachers received academic assistance were also analysed. 


Students 


For students profiles, the relevant data was analysed in the light of medium of instructions 
in which they were studying and the language being spoken at home, regularity in attending 
the school, educational and occupational status of parents and academic assistance provided 
by the family members at home. Further, perceptional answers from students regarding regularity 
of teachers, assigning homework and checking of notebook were also analysed. 


Test Characteristics 

Knowing the level of achievement of students in school subjects, across area, gender and 
social group is a matter of interest to one and ail. For this, the EVS, Mathematics and Language 
tests were administered to students in sampled schools. The percentage of achievement, 
median, frequency, cumulative frequency and standard deviation were computed to know 
the status of achievement of students across the country. Further, critical ratios (CR or 
t values) and ANOVA were computed to understand the differences between the different 
groups (gender, area, social group). Split half reliability and Kuder Richadson (KR-20) reliability 
were also computed to know the inter-item consistency of the test items. Further, Facility 
Value (FV) and Discrimination Index (DI) were also computed to identify the hard spots 
in learning achievement in varied competencies and discrimination ability of the test across 
the states/UTs. 


Regression Analysis 

A comprehensive analysis was carried out on the data gathered through the achievement 
survey. Descriptive statistics (such as percentage, mean, median, frequency and SD) were 
used to help understand the present status of the issues/phenomena; inferential statistics 
(correlation, multiple regression and CR value) were used to draw inferences. Multiple Regression 
Analysis (MRA) technique was employed to understand the impact of independent variables 
(educational and occupation status of parents, school infrastructure, availability of teachers, 
TLM, teachers qualification, employment status, teacher professionalism, etc.) on dependent 
variables (achievement in academic subjects- EVS, Mathematics and Language) and establish 
a cause and effect relationship. 
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Indices 
The pupil, teacher and school questionnaires generated a considerable volume of data. Therefore, 
a set of composite indicators was created to reduce the number of variables without losing 
its original characteristics, through Principal Component Analysis (PCA). Before processing 
the data into regression analysis, the required data were recoded with logical and directional 
value and the raw scores were also converted into standardized scores and even the multiple 
variables taken for composite index were scaled, thus, weightage were assigned accordingly. 
Through Principal Component Analysis, data from the survey was translated into following 
distinct and independent indices: 


School Questionnaire 


> Instructional Facility Index a composite of availability of maps, charts, globes, 
blackboard, science & mathematics kits etc. 


> Physical Infrastructure Index a composite of availability of playground, number 
of classrooms, mats & furniture, toilet & drinking water, electricity facility etc. 


> Auxiliary Facility Index a composite of availability of television, computers, musical 
instruments, games equipment, etc. 


> Community Participation Index a composite of observation of VEC, PTA/MTA 


> Human Resources Index a composite of Pupil Teacher Ratio and total number 
of teachers in school. 


Pupil Questionnaire 
> Socio-economic Index, a composite of educational and occupational status of 
parents and status of families below poverty line (BPL). 


> Supplementary Helping Index a composite of family help in academic work (father, 
mother, elder brother/sister) and taking of private tuition. 


> Distance from Home to School. 
> Student Attendance.

© Teacher Efficiency Index a composite of educational and professional qualification 
and number of training programmes attended during last three years. 


© Teacher Professionalism Index a composite of extent of use of TLM, maintenance 
of teacher’s diary and giving homework to children. 


The above indices developed were treated as Predictor Variables for the analysis. However, 


the Criterion Variables for the above Predictive Variables were achievement scores in EVS, 
Mathematics and Language. 


Profiles 


SCHOOL PROFILE 


The data collected through questionnaires provided a picture about the type and category 
of schools, background of teachers and students.

Out of 6828 sampled schools, pre-school was attached to 2082 schools. 79% schools 
were from rural area and 21% from urban locations. Majority of the schools (68%) were 
run by state government. The data reveal that the percentage of schools having pre-school 
was more in urban area as compared to rural area. Further, the percentage of schools 
having pre-school was more in primary schools as compared to other type of schools. Out 
of total 6828 sampled schools, 39% schools were up to Class V and only 5% schools were 
up to Class XII. 


TEACHERS ON ROLL 


Percentage of male teachers was more in rural area and percentage of female teachers was 
more in urban area schools. Further, Pupil Teacher Ratio in rural and urban areas was 
31:1 and 35:1 respectively. 


INCENTIVE SCHEMES 


Various incentive schemes, such as mid day meal and free textbooks were available in 89% 
and 84% schools respectively. Free uniform and scholarships for attendance were available 
in 47% and 42% schools respectively. 


INSTRUCTIONAL TIME 


Average number of working days in schools was 213 days in a year. On an average, schools 
were working for 7 periods a day of 39 minutes duration. 


SCHOOL RESOURCES 
The national picture given below reveals that more resources were available in urban schools 
than rural schools.

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TEACHING LEARNING AIDS 


It was observed that maps, globes and charts were available in nearly 90% schools. However, 
play material & toys, games equipment and children books were available in approximately 
70% schools, whereas, science and mathematics kits were available in approximately 58% 


and 67% schools. Further, encyclopedia and magazines were available in 36% and 44% 
schools and mini tool kit was available in only 25% schools. 


PHYSICAL FACILITIES 


Blackboard, chalk and duster were available in 98% schools. School bell and chairs for 
teachers were available in approximately 93% to 94% schools. Further, mats & furniture 
for all students, tables for teachers, pinup board/notice board, water pitcher/ ladle & glasses, 
dustbin and playground were available 62% to 72% of schools. However, musical instruments 
and separate toilet facility for girls were found in 38% schools. Portable drinking water and 
toilet facilities were available in 74% and 58% schools respectively.

Almost all the school facilities increased during BAS (2001) to MAS (2006). Most significantly 
televisions and computers increased by 5% and 14% respectively. 


EDUCATIONAL COMMITTEES 


VEC/AEC/SMC were available in 93% schools but these committees were more in rural (94%) 
schools as compared to urban (87%) schools. Further, parent-teacher associations were 
functional in about 74% schools. 


TEACHER PROFILE 


In the ensuing paragraphs teacher profile including their educational and professional qualification, 
in-service training, employment status and some of the teacher proficiency based on teaching 
learning process is discussed. 


Area, GENDER AND CATEGORY WISE DISTRIBUTION OF TEACHERS 


Out of 14810 sampled teachers, gender wise, 59% were male and 41% were female. Area

wise, 78% sampled teachers were from rural area and 22% from urban area. Category wise, 
most of the teachers were from Others category (45%) and it was followed by OBC (25%), 
ST (19%) and SC (11%). Within the social groups, nearly 50% teachers were female from 


Others category, however, nearly 35% teachers were female in each of the OBC, SC and 
ST categories 


EDUCATIONAL AND PROFESSIONAL QUALIFICATION OF TEACHER 


Educational qualification of teachers teaching to selected students varied i.e, about 15% 
teachers studied up to secondary level, 26% up to senior secondary level, 40% up to graduate 
level and 17% up to postgraduate level. The percentage of male teachers having senior 
secondary and graduate level qualification was more as compared to female teachers. Social 
group wise, from each category more number of teachers were graduate. Area wise, 16% 
and 25% teachers were postgraduate from rural and urban schools respectively. Overall, 


male, urban and Others category teachers had better educational qualification as compared 
to their respective counterparts. 
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Educational Qualification 
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About 53% teachers were having diploma/certificate as professional qualification. Further, 
the number of teachers having postgraduate professional qualification was very small. Nearly 
18% teachers did not have any professional qualification. 


TEACHING EXPERIENCE 


Average teaching experience of sampled teachers was 12 years. Teachers posted in urban 
schools were having little more experience than those in rural schools. Teaching experience. 
of male teachers was slightly more than female teachers. 

Average teaching experience of OBC and Others category teachers was more than SC 
and ST Category teachers. Further, overall teaching experience in the present school was 
8 years, 


EMPLOYMENT STATUS 


Out of the total sampled teachers, 83% teachers were full time teachers on regular basis. 
Remaining 17% teachers were on temporary or adhoc basis, such as para teachers/shiksha 
karmi etc. 


IN-SERVICE TRAINING 


Out of total sample of 14810 teachers, 17% teachers had not attended any in-service training 
Programme during last 3 years. However, 33% teachers from ST category did not participate 
in any training programme during last 3 years. 


ORGANIZERS OF IN-SERVICE TRAINING PROGRAMMES 


In terms of organizing in-service training programmes, maximum programmes were organized 
by Block Resource Centres (52%) followed by DIET, CRC and Teacher Resource Centre.

About 85% teachers were giving homework regularly to students. Further, about 14% teachers 
were giving homework sometimes and 1% teachers were not giving homework at all. i 


MAINTAINING TEACHERS DIARY i 
About 76% male teachers and 79% female teachers were maintaining teachers diary. 
TEACHING LEARNING MATERIAL 


Out of the total sample, 72% male and 79% female teachers were having and utilising teaching 
learning material. 


ACADEMIC SUPPORT 


It was found that almost all teachers had received academic support from resource persons. 
Further, the academic support from resource persons was available uniformity to all teachers 
irrespective of sex and location of schools. 


STUDENT PROFILE 


The details about student profile is given in this section: 


GENDER, AREA, CATEGORY AND AGE WISE DISTRIBUTION OF CHILDREN 


Out of 84322 sampled children, gender wise, there was equal representation of boys and 
girls area wise also there was a proper representation from rural and urban areas (4:1).

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Category wise most of the children were from OBC category (32%) and minimum SC category

The percentage of mothers having higher secondary, degree and above qualification was 
4% and 1% respectively.

It was found that out of total sample, 41% students belonged to BPL card holders family. The 
percentage of wards of BPL card holders was more in rural area as compared to urban area. 


ACADEMIC ASSISTANCE FROM FAMILY MEMBERS 


Data revealed that about 46% students were getting academic assistance from fathers, 27% 
from mothers, 34% from elder brothers/sisters and remaining 14% from others.

In Language, the achievement of students at national level was 60.31%. Out of 33 states/ 
UTs, the achievement of 14 states/UTs was above the national average. The achievement 
of students of West Bengal (69.27%) was the highest followed by Kerala (67.34%), Delhi 
(67.32%) and Mizoram (66.68%). The achievement in Dadra & Nagar Haveli (49.35%) was 
the lowest. Among 7 North Eastern States, the achievement in Manipur, Mizoram and Tripura 
was above the national average. 

In Grammar & Usage component of Language, the achievement of students at national 
level was 65.21%.
